REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In combination with 
all the limitations recited in the independent claim, all the prior arts do not show a valve drive for 
a gas exchange valve in an engine comprising: a magnetic flat-body slide valve rotor; a rotor 
section positioned at a distance from the gas exchange valve, extends in a longitudinally movable 
manner inside a bushing of a stator provided with a current coil, and one end of the rotor projects 
out from the stator in a direction of the gas exchange valve, wherein a base area of the stator is 
oriented towards the gas exchange valve, at least one bushing is adjusted to the cross-sectional 
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contour of a rotor plate, and through the bushing at least one rotor bar connects the rotor plate 
with a coupling element.
